worrying about how to intertwine Dean 
with the demonic conspiracy. I am so 
much more interested in how a 
troubled, imperfect, flesh-and-blood 
guy like Dean deals with either trying to 
save, or destroy, his own brother. I 
don’t know about you. but in The Lord 
Of The Rings, Samwise is just as 
fascinating a character as Frodo, if not 
more so, precisely because he doesn't 
have some portentous prophecy on his 
shoulders, but because all he has to 
rely upon is his emotion, love and 
loyalty. I think that’s powerful and 
relatable and human (or Hobbit, but 
you get the idea). 

If you feel Dean is a Second 
Banana, then that’s your opinion, but I 
simply and strongly disagree. I feel the 
story we’re telling about Dean is flat- 
out better and more real and vital than 
if we just arbitrarily connect him to the 
demonic plan. The myth-arc is not just 
about the Joseph Campbell (influential 
screenwriting bible] Hero’s Journey 
(and yes, it is partly that)... but it’s also 
about how a brother must choose to 
be either a Guardian or a Destroyer, 
and whether his familial love will save 
him or doom him. And that’s just the 
story I want to tell. So in my mind, it 
always has been, always will be, a 
story about brothers. You can't have 
Sam without Dean, and you can’t have 
Dean without Sam. I think when the 
whole series is said and done, you’ll 
look back and see that Dean had 
a clear and steady arc that is vital to 
Supernatural, that makes him 
definitively one of the show's leads and 
heroes, and that [the story] couldn't 
have been told any other way. Here 
endeth the rant."

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hunted by over-zealous fans, the 
attractive young actors are regularly 
noticed by the ladies.

And apparently the actors have 
a strong following with some viewers who 
have an affinity with the Folsom Prison 
Blues episode. Padalecki relates how he’s 
gotten some “kooky” fanmail that’s 
written in block letters. “I’ll look at the 
return address and it will be something 
like ‘Cell 349E, Block 7’. 

“There are those interesting ones, 
but for the most part, they’re all very 
flattering. You know, the roles that I’ve 
played haven’t really lent themselves to 
crazed people saying, ‘Let’s rule the 


W hen working on a show like 
Supernatural, it’s 
practically expected that 
you’ll have spooky 

encounters that’ll leave you wondering 
what’s really out there. But ghosts and 
demons aren’t the only things Jared 
Padedecki and Jensen Ackles have 
encountered lurking in the shadows. 
They have a very dedicated fan base, 
some of whom will go to any lengths to 
meet the duo in person... including 
traveling to SupernaturaVs Canadian set, 
all the way from Australia, with only the 
faintest hope of even glimpsing the stars 
as they go to and from work. 

But even when they’re not being 
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world together.’” Ackles agrees. “I don’t ^ 
think he or I have ever had anything too 
psychotic happen. It’s all been very 
flattering. The fans are very cool.” 
Padalecki jumps in, “For the most part, 
it’s like, ‘I love your work. Can we have 
a picture, an autograph, or a hug or 
something?’ Or like, ‘Can I call my mom? 
We watch the show every week, and can 
you say hi?’ It’s nothing crazy - I mean. 
I’ve had my butt grabbed a few times, 
but that’s ail right. 

“They’re just fun experiences,” say's 
Padalecki. “It’s funny when [people are] 
shy, because I’m very relaxed and I think 
I’m very approachable. I’m not a jerk; If 
you come up and say you like the show. 

I’ll sit there and talk to you for a little bit 
because you’re a p erson like I am.

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"But soznetunes I'il be shopping and I'll 
notice a girl in the aisle and I'll kind of nod and 
pass by. Then I'll be in the next aisle and she'll 
be in the next aisle, too. so I'D go back to the 
last aisle and she’s [eventually] there in the last 
aisle [as well). I feel bad because I don't want to 
go up and be like. 'Hey, I think you know who 
I am.' How chee^ is that? But I also don’t want 
her to feel shy. I remember I felt so bad that day 
because there was one specific time when this 
was happening, and probably for a good 10 
minutes I was in the fruit aisle looking at apples 
and she happened to be [looking at] an orange. 

1 think in the whole 10-15 minutes, she didn't 
actuaUy pick up [a single] item to buy. 

1 remember she never said anything to me. 

1 remember feeling bad. I hope she didn't want 
to say anything, because if she did, I was [sony] 
that she was too shy.” 





Padalecki may get the quiet fans, but 
Ackles tends to attract the louder kind **' 
of Supernatural follower. “Sometimes 
[I’m] walking along and I’ve heard girls 
scream. It’s bizarre. It’s not something 
I think m ever get used to, but it’s 
really unique to have that effect, to have 
people respect and respond to what you 
do and let you know about it vocally. It’s 
cool, but it’s weird!” 

The boys agree that most fan 
encounters are of the friendly kind, and 
some are even downright heartwarming. 
Padalecki discusses a great piece of 
fanmail that he received that he says, 
“made me feel good inside. [The fan] 
said she’d actually quoted Sam and 
Dean at her father’s funeral, and that 
watching the show had helped her get 
through it. I guess us dealing with our 
father’s loss or the loss of our mother 
and some of the things that our 
characters have said she found relevant. 
Relevant enough to say at her father’s 
funeral. It’s kind of like, ‘Wow!’ That’s 
intense - 1 remember it just really 
warmed me up.” 

And some fans are friendlier than 
others. “I’ve gotten bras thrown at me 
and stuff like that, which was kind of 
fun,” Padalecki admits. Although 
sometimes the girls can be a little too 
friendly. “It depends where you are,” 
reveals Padalecki. “If it’s high school 
girls, they just want to take a picture, 
have you sign something so that they 
can tell their friends. But if you’re at 
a bar and it’s some girl who wants in 




your pants because they think you have 
money or something...” Padalecki is wary 
of those girls, just as he is with people 
who want to befriend him as a way to 
break into the industry. However, it’s not 
tough for the actors to see through those 
people. “You can tell by how intense 
someone is,” explains Padalecki. “If 
they’re like, ‘Hey, you work on the show. 
That’s cool. You want a drink?’ Or if 
someone is like, ‘Hey, who is your agent? 
Do you have guest stars? Do you hire 
locally?’ The more they ask you about 
what’s going on, it’s different. If they 
treat you just like a person, like, ‘Hey, 
what’s going on? Do you want to go play 
a game of pool or something?’ You can 
kind of tell just by talking to them what 
they’re after.” 


Then there are the fans who truly believe 
in the supernatural. “I’ve gotten spells 
sent to me,” Ackles reveals. “Not voodoo 
dolls; nothing like that. No pentagrams 
or anything. You know, like good wishes 
spells sent to me with crazy herbs and 
stuff...” But while the senders assured 
him the spells were for protection, he 
hasn’t risked trying them yet. “They’re 
like, ‘Here, read this and do this,’ and 
I’m like, ‘No.”’ 

While some fans offer the guys 
protection from the evils of the world, 
others come to them for help. “I’ve 
actually gotten a few of those,” 
comments Ackles. “‘Hey, I think my 
house is haunted. What do I do?’ And I’m 
like, ‘I don’t know.’” 

If they asked Padalecki, he might just 
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teU them to lock their doors. "My fianc^ 
is completely scared of ghosts." he 
shares. "She can't watch a commercial 
for a scary movie because she's like. 
'Ghosts!' I remember one time she was 
having trouble sleeping, so I bought her 
some door locks Tor her bedroom. I was 
like. 'Lock your door. Turn your alarm 
on.’ And ahe's said. 'Locks don’t work 
against ghosts.”' 

Then again, Padalecki's first instinct 
isn't always ghosts - he's just as likely to 
blame odd occurrences on the Yellow* 
Eyed Demon. "You always hear about 
cold spots in a room or lights flickering 
or something like that," he points out. 

“I was watching the show - I was 
watching the Ifirst] season finale with 
my parents - and the lights started 
flickering, and I was like. 'The demon.' 

I just found myself saying that. And 
I was like, 'It's ingrained in me!”' 

Something else that's ingrained in 
I^dalecki are superstitions. "Yeah, a little 
bit. When I get on planes or go under 


a yellow light, I kina my finger and touch 
the ceiling," he confesses. “I don't know 
what that is. 1 think I saw someone do it 
one time and now I have to do it. Like 
getting on a plane, if 1 have luggage. I'll 
put it down and kiss the door when 
I walk in. I've gotten some weird looks..." 

Despite his on-screen persona's fear of 
flying, Ackles doesn't tend to share his 
co-star's superstitions. "I'm not going to 
walk under a ladder,” he says, "but 
I don't keep the same sucks on for two 
months.” Padalecki also doesn't like to 
walk under ladders. 

"I’ll And myself just walking around 
them.” he admits. But one thing he’s not 
superstitious about is the classic black 
cat. "If a black cat crosses my path. I’m 
just like. ‘Oh, that's a cat. I want to go 
pet it.’" 

Interestingly. Padalecki has mixed 
feelings about palm readings. "I went to 
a palm reader years ago Ion a blind date], 
and I don't remember exactly what she 
said, but she said 1 was going to be rich 


and have a bad love life. And 1 was like. 
'That's crappy. Can you switch it?’ So, 
good news and bad news. But it was kind 
of kooky and funny, and she was kind of 
crazy..." Padalecki hasn't forgotten what 
the palm reader said, and he confides 
that a part of him is just waiting for his 
love life to get messed up. 

As you've no doubt surmised, 
Padalecki feels he's "a 60-50 split” when 
it comes to believing in the supernatural. 
"I don’t necessarily believe in it because 
I'm very much a creature of what I see, 
and I've never seen or ever had any 
experiences with the supernatural. But 
1 also realize that it's a big world and big 
universe, and it’s hard to believe we're 
the only things out there, you know? 
Things have definitely happened that 
made me go, 'What was that?’" He's also 
heard enough stories from people who 
have first-hand experiences that he can't 
help but think, "‘You know what? It's 
hard to believe that there's nothing out 
there.' I've never had any direct 
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experience, bo I guess I'm a non-believer, 
but my eyes and my mind are open to it, 
believe me.” 

Considering the subject matter of 
Supernatural, it’d seem likely that the 
show's sets would attract curious - or 
angry - supernatural entities. When 
asked if there have been any unusual 
occurrences on set, Ackles nods his head 
emphatically. "Every day, man!" He grins, 
then amends his statement. "No, there 
hasn't been anything...” But whether 
he's just joking or backpedaling to cover 
up the terrifying truth, we’ll never know. 
However, he does elaborate. “We’re so 
used to lOO-plus people working on set, 
so the bangs and the things dropping and 
just working on set itself is scary in its 
own right, but 1 don't think we've had 
anything to write home about as far as 
'Whoa! We’re dealing with something 
that's actually present.'” 

Overall in terms of the supernatural, 
Ackles says, “I don’t necessarily believe 
in the whole ghosts and goblins and 
demons and stulT like that. I kind of 
always say that I'm a bit of a realist, and 
I’d like to think there’s some sort of an 
explanation for sliding doors or noises in 
the night and stuff like that. But I'll tell 
you one thing, if they ever come around. 

I know what to do now." 

Ackles jokes that he carries around 
“holy water, salt, shotguns - all the 
normal stuff. No, but it is fimny. I did 
a talk show and I was asked what some 
of the things are and I started rattling 
them off. I thought, 'Wow, 1 really know 
this stuff.’ And it was wild, because there 
is a whole subculture of people that 
actually believe in and buy into this stuff 
and use those formulas and these tactics 
and these weapons against evil spirits. 
And I'm starting to know this stuff 
personally. It's a unique experience. 

“If there’s a noise in the other room 
at night and I wake up. I have a lot more 
confidence walking into that room and 
going. 'I know exactly what to do...' It's 
definitely given me a confidence that 
I wouldn't have otherwise." 

The underlying, unspoken advice that 
both Ackles and Padalecki are giving is 
that we should all watch Supernatural 
episodes repeatedly so we can be sure 
we'll know what to do the next time we 
have a supernatural encounter... and 
that's fine by us!

Benson is best known to 
genre TV audiences, however, for helping 
fight vampires as the witch Tara on 
seasons four through six of Buffy The 
Vampire Slayer. Last year, she got to 
actually play a vampire herself in the 
Bloodlust episode from season two of 
Supernatural. And not just any vampire 
- Benson’s character Lenore is the leader 
of a group who subsist on animal blood 
rather than attacking humans, 
confounding the Winchester brothers’ 
long-held views on bloodsuckers. 

The Official Supernatural 
Magazine'. How did you become 
involved with Supernatural^ 

Amber Benson; They simply offered 
me the role. They’ve had a lot of cool 
BuffylAngel alumni on the show, so I was 
pleased that they thought of me. 

Had you watched Supernatural 
before becoming involved with it? 

I’m not really a television connoisseur. 
Just like with Buffy, I had caught a few 
episodes and thought they were doing 


some reeilly cool stuff on the show, I was 
totally excited to come on board and 
play for an episode. 

Had you ever wanted to play 
a vampire before? 

I tried to talk [Buffy creator] Joss 
Whedon into letting me go all vamp on 
Buffy, but alas, it was not on the cards. 

What were your original ideas 
about vampires like? 

I’ve always enjoyed the dark side of 
vampire mythology, but it was nice to 
see Supernatural explore the more 
altruistic end of the vampire spectrum. 

Did working on Buffy and writing 
the Ghosts of Albion books, which 
have a vampire character, and 
Demon Father John’s Pinwheel 
Blues, which features pretty 
ferocious vamps, affect your view 
of vampires? 

Not particularly. I was much more 
influenced by Bram Stoker and Anne 
Rice. I was exposed to both of those 
authors at an early age, and I think 
that they both sort of shaped my ideas 
on vampirism. 

Did this view affect how you 
played the character? 

Supernatural went in the other 
direction from what I have always 
found fascinating about the vampire 


myth. It was cool to see the show deal 
with the “nice” side of vampirism. 

Your Supernatural character is 
somewhat more dominant than 
many of the characters you’ve 
played. Was that fun, a challenge, 
or both? 

I think I kind of got typecast as the 
character I played on Buffy, and since it 
can be bit stifling as an actor to just 
repeat the same “type” over and over 
again, I really like when I get to play an 
aggressive, dominant character. Also, 
there are no preconceptions when you’re 
working on something new, and you can 
put any kind of spin you want on that 
character. It’s very freeing to just be 
able to act without worrying about 
offending or hurting your audience. 

Did you have to work with 
prosthetics to play Lenore? 

I had amazing fake teeth that were just 
killer-looking, and some of it was CGI 
[as well]. 

Did you have to have molds taken 
of your face and mouth? 

I had a mold taken of my teeth. 

What was that like? 

It was kind of gross and kind of 
super-cool at the same time.

The opportunity to work on 
Supewalural came through DeCandldo'e 
triendship with CX2 Comics editor John 
Morgan. "When the Supemeloraf iicense 
tell into his lap, I was one ol the peopie he 
thought of because he knew my woilt.' 
OeCanoldo explains. “I had gotten Into the 
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show during the reruns of the first season, 
so I was afready a fan. I threw two pitches 
at him. He liked them both, and we went 
with Nevermore. When an opportunity to 
do another book oame along, we just 
went with the other pitch." 

Nevermore brings the Winchester boys 
into contact with the world of Edgar Allan 
Poe, a famous resident of the Bronx. The 
1 9th-century author and poet is primarily 
remembered for his macabre horror and 
supernatural tales, making him a good fit 
for the show. "I wanted to tell a story that 
took place specifically in the Bronx." 
DeCandido adds. “Poe lived in the Bronx 
for a good chunk of his later life: his wife 
died there, and he maintained a residence 
until he died. I wanted to have the boys 
come to New York, and I didn't think it 
was very likely that the show would go to 
the Bronx!" 

The story Is very specifically set 
between the season two episodes 
Crossroad Blues and Croafoan, allowing 
DeCandido to incorporate those elements 
of the Supernalurel mythology that had 
been established at that point. "The 
frustrating thing about doing tie-ins to 
shows that are on the air is trying to keep 
up," DeCandido admits. "You have to pick 
a spot where you can fit the story in, and 
have it lake place between those two 
episodes, because if you don't do that, 
you really run the risk of the book 
becoming out of date. You run that hsk 
anyway, but it's less [likely] if you pick 
a good spot and plug It in. I think 
Nevermore holds up with the lore of the 

DeCandido openly admits that he

book, and even makes a joke about it at 
his own expense in his sequel novel.

K nown for his macabre 

short stories, Edgar Allan 
Poe is one of the most 
influential writers ever, having 
been pivotal in both the 
development of science fiction 
and in inventing detective fiction 
as we know it. 

Born in Boston and orphaned 
as a child, he dropped out of 
university and was court- 
martialed out of West Point 
military academy before starting 
his writing career. Poe built up 
a reputation for gothic stories, 
including The Masque of the Red 
Death, The Fall of the House of 
Usher, and The Tell-Tale Heart, 
as well as the hugely popular 
poem The Raven, about a 
forbidding raven that repeats the 
word “Nevermore.” 

Controversially, Poe married 
his cousin, Virginia Clemm, when 
she was just 13-years-old and she 
later died at the age of 24, 
devastating Poe. Poe’s own death 
at the age of 40 was mysterious, 
attributed to eversdhing from 
brain congestion to alcoholism to 
rabies. Before his death, Poe was 
found delirious, wearing someone 
else’s clothes, and calling out the 
name “Reynolds,” though no one 
knew to whom he was referring. 
Poe’s medical records, including 
the death certificate, were all 
lost. It seems fitting that a gothic 
mystery writer’s own demise was 
so mystifying. 


The success of Nevermore and Jeff 
Mariotte's accompanying novel Witch’s 
Canyon led to DeCandido's second pitch 
being commissioned. Because of the 
climactic events at the end of the second 
season, the author had to revise his storyline 
before starting work. “I rejiggered the 
proposal to accommodate what had 
happened." he notes. "The original story 
didn't include the consequences of the 
Devil's Gate opening, but I think it's made it 
a stronger story." 

As the title indicates, Bone Key is set in 
Florida. "Key West is one of my favorite 
places in the world.” DeCandido says. "It 
is probably second only to New Orleans 
for ghost stories and stories of the 
supernatural. It's also a place that they're 
very unlikely to go on the show, simply 
because there is absolutely no way you 
can make Vancouver look like Key West! 

One of the advantages that tie-in fiction 
has is being able to embrace the 
location. There are some places, like Key 
West. New York, or New Orleans, that 
have a very particular quality to them that a 
show like Supernatural can really take 
advantage of." 

Without giving too much away. 

DeCandido reveals that. "I was taking 
advantage of a couple of particular Key West 
legends and tying them together with the 
opening of the Devil's Gate. There are 
a bunch of spirits on the island who have 
become, for want of a better word, 
supercharged. Most of the spirits we see on 
Supernatural are disjointed, incomplete, and 
messed up. The only exceptions were the 
ghosts in Road Kill, but they only appeared 
once a year, so there was a lot of spiritual 
energy compressed into one spot. But now 
the ghosts on the island are becoming fairly 
coherent and solid, so Sam and Dean need 
to know why this is happening. And there's 
a mysterious death. There’s always 
a mysterious death..." 

Placing Bone Key in the third season 
allowed DeCandido to use some of the 
secondary characters from the show, 
although in the end only Bobby appears in 
the story. "He was the only one who fit," 
he says simply. "I would have been happy 
to use pretty much any of the others if 
the situation had called for it. Bobby 
plays a pretty decent role, as he has 
been in the third season as the Mr.

Dean Winchester in 
Something Wicked, and 
again in A Very Supernatural 
Christmas with the young Sam, they proved 
an instant hit with fans. The actors who 
played them, Ridge Canipe and Colin Ford, 
already have a string of TV and film credits 
under their beits at the ages of 1 3 and 1 1 , 
but they found the time to talk to The 
Official Supernatural Magazine, without 
school getting in the way! 

The Official Supernatural Magazine: 
Ridge, let’s start with you. How did you 
get the role of Dean? 

Ridge Canipe; My agent told me about the 
audition and I went in for it, then she called 
again and told me I had a call-back, which 
is when you go in and read for the director 
and producer. I was worried that I wasn’t 
going to get to do it because I was working 
on another film in Portland at the time and 
the dates clashed, but they managed to

work it out, which was great. 


Was it a similar process for you, Colin? 
Colin Ford: I had to audition for the role, 
too.

GOADING THE ENEMY 

How to trash-talk your foe, Winchester Style- 
Dean [to evil pagan gohl: 

“You fudgin’ touch me again, 
I’ll fudgin’ kill you!” 
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r he Official Supernatural 
Magazine: How did you 
first get into directing? 

Mike Rohl; I got into directing 
through the performing end of things, 
f started as an improvisationaJ comic 
years ago in nightclubs and theaters. 

I realized that working for 20 dollars 
a show just wasn't going to cut it, so 
1 got myself into the Director’s Guild of 
Canada and worked my way up through 
the assistant director ranks and 
eventually got to direct a show called 
First Wave. Then I did a few episodes of 
Smallville, and since that’s a CW show, 

1 connected with a lot of the same people 
(who are] involved with Supernatural 
when it came along. 

Smallville, The Outer Limits, First 
H'oi’e, and many other shows that 
you've worked on are in the realm of 
science fiction - is that a genre 
you’re specifically interested in, or is 
H Just a coincidence that your career 
path worked out that way? 

I've always been interested in action and 
science fiction and stuff like that, and it 
just became an anomaly of the town I’m 
living in right now [Vancouver] that for 
several years it attracted a lot of sci-fi- 
based shows. So the opportunity was 
there, but it was also partly coincidental. 

It works out great, because I’m a fan of 
the genre. 

What was it about Supernatural that 
you were specifically drawn to? 

You get to work with the spirit of the week 
and stuff like that, and you get to put your 
own imprint on that spirit. But more than 
that, the show just really works for me. 
Starting out as an improv comic, 1 have 
a silly sense of humor that 1 love to have 
in my own life and this show offers a lot 
of chances to use that. I really love drama, 
and I love the effect that a strong horror 
Btoiy has on an audience. It’s a nice 
combination - a little triad of 
entertainment. It's a full-bodied 
entertainment. I’m very privileged to be 
able to exercise those three elements in 
one piece. It's a challenge, but it's a cool 
mix. Plus the action! Over an eight-day 
period, as a director, you've got to stretch 
your muscles in a lot of different ways and 


really use the palette that you have os 
far OB your skills go to be able to elicit 
comedy, because comedy directing is 
different than drama directing. For 
drama, you really want to make sure 
that you service the needs of the 
character and the arcs of the character, 
and moke sure that the performances are 
deep and honest, not just surface deep. 

And then, of course, (there’s! the horror 
element - that’s a whole different 
psychological thing, where you're actually 
manipulating the audience more than the 
characters. You use the characters to 
manipulate the expectations of the 
audience. Then it all becomes a balancing 
act of trying not to do too much of either 
one. and trying to moke [the episode] 
a complete package. 

What's it like working with Jared 
Padalecki and Jen-sen Ackles? 

Those guys stand out in what I’ve done so 
far, because what makes them unusual is 
the fact that they're fun guys to work 
with. Th^ really like to have fun on the , 
job. They take their jobs seriously, but 
they also like to have a lot of fun along the 
way. I've got nothing but good things to 
say about them - they’re both really 
charismatic young guys. They’re at 
a really good place in their lives, too, so 
it’s fun to watch them from the ouUide 
looking in because they get to be TV stars 
and work on a cool show, and you can tell 
that they don’t take it for granted. They 
know that they've got something special 
here, so they want to work at it. 

Are there any Supernatural guest 
stars that stand out in your memory? 


The first Supernatural I did {The Usual 
Suspects] I got to work with Linda Blair, 
who of course came into the episode with 
this huge reputation and this legend 
behind her; being who she was from The 
Exorcist. So that was kinds cool to be 
able to do Supernatural and work with 
an actor that a lot of the fans had huge 
anticipations of coming on as a guest. So 
I felt an obligation to make sure that, as 
a director, I was really there to help her 
and moke sure that her performance and 
her contribution to the show was as 
quality as possible. And she came in and 
she just did a really, really cool job. It was 
really fun to work with her. 

Were there any particular 
challenges or rewards with working 
on your second episode, FoUom 
Prison Bluest 

When I first got the script and the idea 
about doing a horror show in a prison, 

I knew it was gonna be challenging for 
sure because of the scope we wanted to 
pull off. But I think we pulled it off very 
well, definitely. And at the end of Folsom 
Prison Blues, there's a montage of the 
cops chasing the boys through what we 
think is the cemetery that thQr're in. 

As it turns out. they're in a different 
cemetery. The choice of the music and 
the way we cut it together... it just came 
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off so well and it Vks fun to v '^tch. 
One thing about Supernaturc I is 
they always pick very cool music, 
and it just puts the cherry onltop of 
it for me. \ 

What do you like most about 
your memorable episode 
Bedtime Stories? 

I would say it was one of the coolest 
scripts I’ve ever gotten on any of the 
shows I’ve done. It’s a horror show 
based on fairy tales, where the boys 
go through their adventure coming 
across these different events that all 
have parallels to fairy tales. For 
example, the beginning has the 
Three Little Pigs, which are three 
short, overweight brothers on 
a construction site who get attacked 
by some sort of force, which of 
course is the Big Bad Wolf. 
Throughout the show. Little Red 
Riding Hood shows up, her grandma 
shows up, the frog shows up, we’ve 
got Cinderella, we’ve got Snow 
White... and they’re aU very cleverly 


melded into this script that was fun 
to do. The fun part was trying to 
subtly bring little homages to each 
of these things. There’s a Hansel 
and Gretel section - two hikers go 
through the woods and they come 
across a house and this little old lady 
comes out. Once you start to figure 
out what they are, it’s easy to see them. 

I just added little homages, like the little 
old lady has a gnarly old wooden cane 
that you see on a lot of the covers of 
Hansel and Gretel storybooks. Some of 
the shots that I did. I tried to emulate the 
artwork that you see in some of these 
storybooks; classic kinds of shots. 

From the episodes you’ve directed, 
which Supernatural monster has 
been your favorite? 

The first one [from The Usual Suspects] 

IS probably my favorite just because it’s 
one of the scariest. I mean, she’s a spirit 
that walks around with her throat slit 
open, and she’s dripping blood the whole 
time. She’s my favorite, definitely. 



Has anything scary ever 
happened on the set of one of 
your Supernatural episodes? 

From time to time we work in 
a place called Riverview, which is 
an old mental hospital on the 
outskirts of Vancouver. It’s not so 
much what happens on set, but 
it’s that place. It’s a turn-of-the- 
century mental hospital - a lot of 
bad stuff went down there, you 
just know it. That place has got 
some sort of vibe going on. 
Sometimes you come across 
weird feehngs in hallways and 
some of the rooms. From 
crewmembers who have been 
laying cables by themselves, up 
a stairway or through an attic or 
stuff like that, there have been 
numerous reports of people 


seeing something, feeling something 
hearing something. And so when we go 
over there, working on a show hke 
Supernatural tends to stir up the 
potential for that, and quite often you 
hear those stories. 

Do you have any first-hand stories 
from Riverview? 

I often go to the sets ahead of time before 
anybody else shows up, just to walk 
through and get a feeling for the sets and - 
confirm my plan that I’m going to take 

when the crew shows up. And I swear to ' 

God, if you’re there by yourself, just 
walking through those halls, sometimes 
you get these feelings that there’s 
something there. Sometimes you feel like 
there s somebody watching you. That’s 
the feeling I get, that there’s somebody 
behind me or watching me. Just off the 
peripheral of your vision and stuff like 
that. And that’s not just me saying it, 
that’s actually happened to me. It’s a 
place that’s totally built for our show; 
it’s perfect that we go there! 

What’s the most enjoyable aspect 
of working on Supernatural? 

Working with Jared and Jensen. If you 
work on Supernatural, you have to be 
a good wrestler, because these guys, from 
right out of nowhere, they like to 
spontaneously attack a crewmember and 
just wrestle him to the ground. And 
they’re always doing that. They’re 
a couple of guys from Texas who just love ' 
to have fun. They like to mix it up with 
the crew quite a bit, and that’s the fun 
part, because there’s always something 
amazing that’s going to happen when 
Jared and Jensen come on set because 
they’re so spontaneous. 


Will you be directing any more 
episodes of Supernatural? 

I have another one coming up. I’m not 
sure exactly what script it’s going to 
be, but whatever it is, I’m looking 
forward to it! ^

D avid Vee has been aware 
of ghosts since a very 
young age, and has spent 
much of his life 

investigating the phenomena that 
surrounds haunting. He has garnered 
a reputation as the UK’s premier ghost 
hunter, so who better to tell us a little 
about his experiences? 

Vee’s theories about what ghosts are 
and why they appear differs from what 
could be called the traditional idea of 
haunting. Rather than spirits returning 
from the dead, the ghost hunter believes 
that haunting is actually caused by 
'ripples’ in time. 

“Even when you’re history, you're still 
there," Vee explains. “It's just a replay of 
time, exactly as it is. The past is 
happening at the same time as the future 
is happening. It’s where you have a 
geo-magnetic pull. Something like 
geo-magnetic lines - ley lines. When they 
cross, you get a plus or a minus, just like 
a battery. If you have two crossing, 
obviously it’s more powerful. That tends to 
produce the energy to make something 
occur - a ripple in time.” 

Vee stresses that ghost hunting is 
neither for those who are easily scared or 
those who are easily bored. A lot of ghost 
hunting, he points out, involves waiting 
around for a long time with nothing 
happening. Actual sightings of ghosts are 
incredibly rare. 

“If you go on a ghost hunt and you 
witness a ghost, then you are very lucky. 

It might frighten you, and it might scar you 
for life - but you’ve just had a vision of an 
echo in time." 


He recommends that anyone 
interested in investigating 
supernatural phenomena do so 
as part of an experienced and 
reputable ghosthunting group. Vee 
is quick to point out that there are 
many myths surrounding 
manifestations, myths that are 
often perpetuated by the media. 
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One such myth in particular, Vee 
says, is the idea that an area where 
a haunting takes place becomes 
unnaturally cold. 

“That’s not true,” he says, 
emphatically. “We can all stand there on 
a cold night and go, ‘Oh, it’s cold!’ It 
doesn’t matter if it’s summer, you’ll 
always find a spot where it’s freezing 
cold. It doesn’t mean to say there’s 
a ghost there. But if it becomes 
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increasingly hot and the temperature rises 
incredibly, then something strange is 
about to happen. The atmosphere actually 
warms up. because what you get is 
a friction In the dimensions. It heats up 
and heats up, and when the haunting Is 
just going to appear, it becomes so hot 
it's unbearable." 

Vee also doesn't believe that ghosts 
are aware of what's taking place around 
them, or of the humans In the present. 

“Ghosts don't just come out and haunt 
at night - there Is no reason why they 
would do that. There Is no witching hour. 
Whatever they were doing in their lives will 
actually occur when It occurs. So If at 
6 o’clock at night they were doing 
something, then at 6 o'clock at night they 
will still do something. They won't wait 
until 2am and frighten you to death!' 

Despite his belief that ghosts harbor 
the living no III will. Vee has some 
terrifying stories of his own encounters 
- particularly In Chingle Hall, which he 
considers to be the most haunted house 
In Britain. 

"The worst thing that ever happened to 
me was at Britain's most haunted house," 
he says. “I had smoked for 30-odd years 
up until this point. I was there on my own, 
looking after the house while the owners 
were away. It's quite isolated, about a mile 
and half from the nearest other house. 

I was sitting smoking, and I'd heard 
something coming down the stairs behind 
me. I thought, 'No, thei-e can't be - I'm 
here on my own.' I did actually get up and 
took a wander and couldn’t see anything. 
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I heard someone cough, quite 
pronouncedly. Then I felt something glide 
around my neck, and the pressure 
intensified. I felt It become stronger, and 
I felt a hand imprint around my neck. 
Whatever it was started to strangle me, 
and I couldn't breathe. I couldn't see 
anything, all I could feel was the pressure 
of this hand around my neck. I was lifted 


about six Inches off the floor. 
The cigarette I had in my 
hand was thrown, and I 
myself was thrown over this 
table, and I landed on this 
16th century harp. I was so 
terrified by that experience 
that I gave up smoking. That 
was three years ago. And 
believe It or not, last year 
I had a problem with my 
throat. I'd kept getting a 
feeling that things were 
getting stuck in my throat. 
When I had it looked at, I had

S ome ghost hunters, such as David Vee. say they preftr to 

senses to work out what's going on during a haunting. Others take 
specialist equipment with them. According to the website 
www.ghosthuntlngl01.com, here's a run-down of basic items that you should 
take along with you out of common sense: 


• ID - to prove to the police that you 
are who you say you ansi 

• 35mm camera with 400 speed film. 

• Digital camera 

• A flashlight and spare batteries for it. 

• A first-ad kit. 

• A rtotebook and pen - It's Important 
to be able to log everything that 
you expenence. 

• A warm jacket. 


Other suggestions for more specialist 

equipment include: 

• A video camera. ^ 

• Digital vc^e recorder or tape 
recorder - to record vocal 
phenomena. 

• Electromagnetic Field Defector 
(EUF) ~ some say spmts disrupt the 
electromagnetic field around them, 
so the EMF acts as a 'ghost tracker.'

Each 
issue we delve into the world of the strange to 
bring you a tale so terrifying you'll struggle to 
sleep at night. This issue, we take a look at 
surely one of the most enduring myths 
around, the Jersey Devil... 


Sightings of the so-called Jersey Devil go back 
to Native American folklore, overwhelmingly 
linked with the Pine Barrens area of southern 
New Jersey, named Popuessing or “Place of 
the Dragon" by the Lenape or Delaware tribe. 

In the early 19th century, a long-necked, 
winged creature with a blood-curdling scream 
was allegedly seen, and in some cases 
wounded, by some witnesses, including 
French Emperor Napoleon’s brother Joseph 
Bonaparte (who had settled in the area) in 
1820 and the 19th-century naval hero 
Stephen Decateur. 

The Jersey Devil was later blamed for a 
spate of livestock killings in the 1840s. but 
sightings reached their peak during one 
seven-day period in 1909, when mass panic 
occurred through Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey, caused by sightings of the Devil in 
many towns and villages. Some claimed the 
creature survived being shot, and even 
contact with an electric rail. Tracks were 
often found, even on rooftops, and ending 
suddenly and abruptly with no real 
destination, suggesting either flight or a 
more supernatural power. 

Many sightings of the Jersey Devil have 
seen some of its body parts compared 
to those of a dog. a horse, and a bat. 
Generally though, the descriptions are pretty 
similar. Unlike other mythic creatures like 
Sasquatch, the Jersey Devil has reportedly 
been seen by many witnesses at once on 
many occasions. 

Sightings continue to this day. with one 
of the most recent being in January 2008. 
when a farmer claimed to have seen the 
creature flying out of his barn. Whether it’s 
fact or fiction, it looks like the Jersey Devil 
is here to stay. 


Judging by his dream about Bela in 
Dream A Little Dream Of Me, we 
wonder if that might be a more likely 
coupling, but we wouidn’t be averse to 
seeing him with Ruby ourselves.

Mostly to 
amuse the crew. For instance, 
there’s a Wanted poster in Jus 
In Bello for Molly Baker, who 
is director Phil Sgriccia’s 
daughter. And there was 
a framed photo of yours 
truly behind the bar at 
I Harvelle’s Roadhouse.

Certainly some of the obvious things; more gore, more 
realistic dialogue (i.e., profanity, which is after all how guys 
that age speak). But honestly, it wouldn’t all be about the 
prurient details. The scope and budget of a feature would 
allow me to really tell a Supernatural story the way I’ve 
always pictured them. UsuaOy, we come up with a story, then 
immediately start working on pulling back the scope, so we 
can afford it with our hmited TV budget. It would be nice to 
not have to rein in my imagination. Also, for a show about 
Route 66 America, there’s almost none of that imagery on 
the screen. Dusty roadside diners. Monument Valley, 
American highways, vast expanses of cornfields. Currently, 
we have lots of Vancouver fog and pine trees. I’d love to take 
the story on the road, and give it the American and Western 
visuals we’re always referencing in story and dialogue. Who 
knows, maybe one day 1 will. I’d certainly be up for making 
a Supernatural movie, if Warner Bros. was. 


STiat’s the hardest 
lart of your job?

I would definitely say it’s the schedule. I love writing 
the show, it never gets old for me. But it’s the speed 
with which we have to write it - that’s gruelling. We 
need a finished 45 to 50-page script every eight days, 
22 times in a row. And the machine never stops. 
Sometimes I wish we had more time per script, just an 
extra week or so. to really file down the rough edges 
and get it right. But there’s never any tune. 
our production unit needs material to shoot, and they 
need it yesterday - so you finish a script, race onto the 
next one, it’s a bit like triage. Which is why there s 
always a couple scripts per year that don’t turn out 
the way you want... because on this schedule, it s 
absolutely impossible to stick the landing every tune. 
In many ways, television is a business about creative 
compromise - you don’t ever have the time or money 
to recreate your vision exactly the way you see it in 
your head - and because I’m an anal bastard, that s 
always pretty painful.
